A correspondent of the American 


Agriculturist dosoribos a very cheap 
and entirely satisfactory fodder rack. 
The basis for this raek is two l!xS inch 
boards, eaeli ten feet long. These are- 
rounded at tin- ends like sled runners. 
Five -x4 ineh boards, each 3 feet i 
Inches long, are bolted to those boards, 
as shown In the illustration, every four 
teet. There are several l!x4 inch boards, 
each four or live feet long, spiked to 
'he bridge boards in an upright posi- 
tion. These complete the frame. A tight 
iloor is placed on the crosspiece. mid 
boards are nailed to the sides and ends 
up to a height of eighteen Indies. A 
space 
of sixteen inches Is then left 


without covering. The sides and ends 
tan be boarded up the remainder of the 
distance. These upper boards can be 
placed together or space can be left be- 
tween them as seems best. Hay, straw 


fodder thrown into this rack cannot 


be trampled and lost because of. the 
tight bottom and sides up to a height 
»f eighteen inches. There is no loss of

The basis for rh!s rack is two 2xS iach 
boards, each ten feet loug. These are 
rounded at the ends like sled runners. 
Five 2x4 inch boards, each 5 feet -i 
ladies long, are bolted to these boards, 
as shown in the Illustration, every four 
feet. There are several 2x4 Inch boards, 
each four or fire feet long, spiked to 
the bridge boards ia an upright posi- 
tion. Tiiese complete the frame. A tight 
floor is placed oa the crosspiece. and 
boards are nailed to the sides aud ends 
up to a height of eighteen inches.

the use of cora fodder for sheep it has 
beea found profitable when made a 
small part of rise ration aad fed after 
shredding. 
Fed without cuttiag or 


shredding it is simply -wasted. In 
some 
sections 
sheep 
men 
have 


used shredded corn stover entirely as 
roughage, but this plan has not al- 
ways worked well. By using good hay, 
clover or timothy, every alternate day, 
with the shredded cora stover the re- 
sults have been satisfactory, especial- 
ly when the sheep had roots once a 
day and were oa a varied ration of 
graia, oats, braa aud cornmeal.

Ir Is said that 
a pound or" the frozeu egg is equal to 
teu eggs of tbe average size. They will 
not keep sweet long after thev are 
thawed out. so that it Is important that 
the user knows how many pounds be 
needs at oae time, and opens no more 
than that Packers who are careful to 
avoid putting ia any tainted or spotted 
eggs get about 12 to 13 cents a pound, 
•while other grades not as carefully se- 
lected have to be sold at 10 cents. We 
are wondering whether this plan could 
be used successfully in putting up 
smaller cans for family use. If it ca:: 
we expect-some one will try it.—Massa- 
chusetts Ploughman.

Mineral Fertilizers. 


When liberal applications of potash 


and phospboric acid are to be used, it 
is better to put them on as early in 
the spring as possible, and work it well 
into the soil, evea two or three -weeks 
before the seed is put ia. 
Upoa a 


heary clay soil it would probably be 
even better to put it oa ia tbe fall. 
By the early applicatioa it becomes 
partially dissolved in the soil aad bet- 
ter distributed through It. aad there is 
no dagger of its iajuring the germina- 
tion of the seed as it might do if ic ^vas 
put on Tvhen the seed was put in, and 
they came in coatact. When tankage 
is used for nitrogen this may be put on' 
at the same time as the other fertiliz- 
ers, as in the cold ground it will take 
some time for it to decay enough~to 
make its nitrogen available. 
There 


would be very little if any loss of aitro- 
gea. But in using nitrate of soda wait 
until the seed Is put ia. or even until 
the plants are up. and theji scatter it 
around them, aot gettiag it on them 
•when they are wet lest it should burn. 
For a crop that needs the whole sea- 
son to grow It is oftea better to make 
two light applications of nitrate of 
soda, the last when the plans are 
about half growa. thaa oue heavy one. 
—American Cultivator.
